INVENTION REDUCES THE OOST.

It costs just as much to 
gin a pound of cotton from the bur in 1890 with 
the old hand cards as it did in 1790—just as much.

But the introduction 
of the Whitney cotton gin. 

It is invention that. hus reduced the cost all 
along the line, and these factors must be very 
carefully considered in order to determine 
whether the reduced price of your cotton goods 
is the result of the genius of your workmen or 
simply the result of competition between our 
own country and some other. 

I referred a moment ago to the idea that com- 
petition créates new industries. Any one who 
refiects for a moment must see that competition 
never created one new industry. It may 
have multiplied plants in the same indus- 
try, but it never created one new 
industry. The creation of new industries is the 
work of the brain of the workman.’ He gives 
you your new ficlds of employment. He gives 
you your new arts. He reduces the tof pro- 
duction in our country. And yet, Mr. Chairman, 
we are constantly ascribing the reduction to in- 
fluences to which itisno doubtin part due, but 
to which some elements of it are no more due 
than they are due to the direction of the trade 
winds. 

I desire to call attention to this matter be- 
cause I um aware that we are expecived to follow 
in the wake marked out for us by the committee 
chosen upon one line of thougnt. This is our 
bantling, gentiemen of the committee. This bill 
is a Republican measure and is ours as well as 
yours, end the oriticisms which will keep it in 
the line of precedents which have prevailea in 
the adjusting of our tariff with direct reference 
to the principle which ought to control are not 
out of place.

But I do not think anybody whois entitled to 
respect on this floor or outside will seriously 
question that in the presence, of a healthful, 
strong, and well-paid agricultural industry the 
couatry finds prosperity. We realize also the 
importance of preserving for the products of the 
farms these great markets. But I do not think 
we shall ffnd any special advantage Dy limiting 
the market of the farmer upon the one hand 
without extending it on the other. 

I have been known to be somewhat devoted to 
extending all over this continent or throwing 
around it the protective arm. I have believed, 
so far as the Anglo-Saxon race is concerned, 
that that which is good for half of the 
continent is good for ali of it. 1 have believed 
that my countrymen hold the coilgue of 
vantage” against our neighbors on the North, 
and the policy of commercial non-intercourse 
cannot result. in the slightest profit 
or advantage except to a few who have scan- 
dalized the industrial system of my country for 
their own profit; who, to gratify their own ava- 
rice, have filched from the pockets of my coun- 
trymen, maintaining that there is great ine- 
quality between this side and the other side of 
an imaginary line just north of us. And in order 
to give the farmer a chance we have put à wall 
so high that the Canadian agricultural producis 
cannot cross it. , 5 

SHOUT THE FARMER OUT. 

Now let us see. Facts are brutal things. There 
is nothing so utterly brutal asa fact. It yields 
nothing, it sympathizes with nobody's feelings. 
[Laughter.] Now what is the fact in the case? 
During 1888 we bought from Canada agricultural 
productato the amount of $17,000,000. What did 
we sell them? About $21,000,000; and the larger

SELL TO FOREIGN NATIONS CHEAPER. 

There was some controversy, Mr. Chairman, 
during the discussion here as to whether our 
farmers sell outside of the United States cheaper 
than they do at home. I assert here, if I can be- 
lieve the manufacturers, this: That many of 
them do sell to all nations of tne earth cheaper 
than they do at home, {Laughter and applause. } 
I could call the witnesses, and it I could have 
them here and let them swear with uplifted band 
they would so aver. [Appiause.} Does not that 
proclaim to the world that we have the coign of 
vantage in. this country in the line of those in- 
dustries?. : 

[ only desire to call the attention of the com- 
mittee to ore or two things which are deserving 
of consideration. Here is an item which is de- 
signed to establish the tinplate industry in this 
country. No I have made a careful calculation 
end inquiry into this matter and I find that it 
will cost the American people today to do just 
what is proposed, that is, to establish a plant to 
supply the Nation with tin plate, from tbirty 
millions to fifty millions of dollars, which, if it 
can live at all under the. circunistances, 
ought to live with the present tariff. In 
other words, take that item alone and 
there is not a home in America that will not 
coatribute to the plant of this timplate estab- 
lishment they propose to locate at Pittsburg. 
There is not a family in the land, there is not a 
person in the United States that will not con- 
tribute to it and to whom it will not be a burden, 
although my friend from Michigan (Mr. Bur- 
rows) here says that it does not amount to any- 
thing, for there is only one and one-fourth cents 


om each small piece of tin—a very small piece of 4 


tin—one and one-fourth cents on each. I suppose 
he coula be reconciled to fleas because each one 
is so small. (Great laughter and applause.] 
But mere is another to which I wish to call 
your attention, the copper industry. Why, sir, 
there has not been a time in two decades when 
my countrymen have not produced copper as 
cheap as any other nation in the world, and most 
of the time cheaper, and het we have these peo- 
pie who on an investment equaling $1,250,000 
have taken out over $60,000,000 in dividends in

duty on copper should be continued? Why not 
make copper free to all the people who are 
using it in this country? 

Do you not know that every electrician in the 
country petitions to remove the duty on copper. 
Is it necessary to protect this industry? Is it an 
infant industry?’ Why, Mr. Chairman, it would 
be better if we had taken every man connected 
with that employment in the copper mines, 
boarded them at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and set 
them up in the banking business for life. [Great 
laughter and applause. ] There is no apology in 
the world for the duty. Not the slightest. It 
does not protect any industry, but it draws on 
every family we represent. There is not a yard 
of wire, not a piece of copper in any household in 
the land that does not pay tribute to these peo- 
ple. 

That is not all. Although they have the Amer 
ican consumers at their mercy, there is not a 
nation on the earth the citizens of which do not 
buy American coppercheaper than the American 
citizens buy it. [Appiause.) Nor is that all, Mr. 
Chairman, but, having control of the copper mar- 
ket, in 1887 they organized a combine by which 
the supply of American copper had to 
go back to American homes sitted 
through the mercies of a French syndi- 
cate. |Applause.) I am in favor of protecting 
industries to the last and to the fullest measure 
necessary, but I happen to know that these gen- 
tlemen have simply placed ali our people under 
tribute. It is nota question of protecting the 
industry. [remember that Gen. Garfield in a 
speech suid, and my friend will remember this 
statement: The trouble is that when you insist 
that we shall not run to the extreme somebody 
complains chat you are not sound on the tariff. 
That is the output of avery feeble mind. There 
are few men who have labored longer and harder 
in the interest of protection than I have. 

A CHINESE POLIOY. 

What I am saying is in Gefense of the system 
and is submitted m order that it may not come 
tumbiing down about our heads as a result of our 
attempt to shut out all the world under a Chinese 
policy. Thatisall. Lam not prepared to say 
that my honored friends have not vindicated the 
wisdom of the system in this bill, but so far 
as these items are concerned I insist 
that they have not. I am aware of 
the general outflow of rhetoric in the 
matter of oppressed labor, Do ,ou know that 
one-third of the men in the mines say that one- 
fourth of the men in the shops today are not 
American citizens and that a large percentage of 
them do not owe allegiance to our flag? [Loud 
applause.] The time has come when we must 
concern ourselves about American homes and 
American firesides. [Loud applause.] Why, 
in some of the mines of Ohio, Pennsylvania, and 
New York and in many of the shops they 
do not even go on the roster by their names, 1 
mention this to my Republican. friends because 
the time is coming when the American boys and 
American girls will begin to ask whether the 
question of duties in certain lines are in the in- 
terest of the so-called pauper labor of Europe or 
in the interest of the boys and girls born in our 
own country.

Mr. McKinley of Ohio opposed the amend- 
ment, and stated that since the tariff had en- 
couragea competition in this country the 
price of ammonia had been reduced from 20 
cents to 7 cents per pound.

Mr. Hatch (Missouri), who had been re- 
fused an extension of time, said that the re- 
fusal was the highest compliment ever paid 
to him.

Wallace's Monthly, plays the part of . the sus- 
pected accomplice of the lad in nis deliberate 
scheme of plunder.

ELEVATORS CAN BE BUILT ON RAILROADS 


An Important Test Case Decided in the 
Nebraska Supreme Court. 
Lincoun, Neb., May 18.— [Special. I— The 
Supreme Court decided the Elmwood eleva- 
tor case this afternoon, granting the writ of 
mandamus and sustaining the action of the 
State Board of Transportaton therein. 
Something like a year ago the Farmers Alli- 
ance at Elmwood, Cass County, applied to 
the Missouri Pacific for permission to erect 
an elevator on the company’s right of way at 
that station. This the company denied. The 
alliance applied to the State Board of Trans- 
The board heard the 
case, and, after deciding among other things 
that an elevator would be an appliance neces- 
sary for the shipment of grain and that the 
granting of the right to erect elevators to 
other parties and a refusal to grant the re- 
quest of these complainants were an injustice ] 
and unreasonable discrimination, ordered 
the company to graut the complainants a site 
for an elevator. This order the company re- 
fused t6 obey, and Attorney-General Leese 
applied to the Supreme Court fora writ of 
mandamus to compel the company to 
obey the orders of the board. This decision 
is justly regarded as an important one, as it 
setties the question of the power and juris- 
diction of the Board of Transportation over 
this class ot cases. It also settles the rights 
of the people to erect elevators at the com- 
pany’s station and be accorded equal ship- 
ping facilities with all others. This was a 
test case on which the fate of fullya dozen 
other cases in various parts of the State de- 


pended. 
TREASURER ARCHER ESCAPES THE LAW. 


His Attorney Shows That His Case Is 
Covered. 

BALTMOnE. Md., May 13:—[Special.]—Stev- 
enson Archer, the defaulting ex-State Treas-. 
urer of Maryland, through a defective indict- 
ment, today escapes the clutch of the law. 
The case came up in the Criminal Court on a 
demurrer to the indictment charging him 
with embezzling $132,000 of State funds. His. 
counsel, Edward Gans, argued that all per- 
sons holding public office, who embedzzle 
funds which they are required to pay over to 
the Treasurer, shall be punished, dia not ap- 
ply. to the Treasurer himself, because the 
statute expressly divided public officers into 
two classes: Those who bay over and those 
who receive public money, and punished only 
those who were required to pay over. The 
Treasurer was necessarily not included in 


those obliged to pay over to the Treasurer, 


for he could not be obliged to pay to himself. 
Again, the Legislature could never have in- 
tended to melude the Treasurer in this 
statute, as he, being the most important 
financial officer of the State, would have been 
expressly named. Judge Stewart according 
ly sustained the demurrer on the above 
ground that the statute did not cover the 
case. Proceedings will now be instituted 
against Archer at Annapolis for maifeasance 
in office, but they too are likely to fall 
through and the indications are that Archer 


will never be punished.

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DIFFICULTIES THAT BESET THE WORK 


How the Tunneling Under the Lake Was 
Accom plished—Chicago’s Water Supply. 
Assistant*City Engineer B. Fiend read an 

interesting paper before the Academy of 

Sciences at its meeting last night in the Art 

Institute. His subject was the city water- 

works and the new tunnel. Mr. Fiend 

began by showing on a chart the location of 
the various waver tunnels and pumping sta- 
tions of the city. 

The present capacity of the pumps, he 
said, was 110,000,000 gallons per day, or 120 
2 per day to each individual, on the 

asis of 900,000 people as the ave popula- 
tion of the city for the last year. hile this 
amount, the speaker said, was amply safii- 
cient for present wants, still it was not 
sufficient in view of the fast increasing 
population of the city. 

The construction of the new lake tunnel, 
the speaker said, was beset with difficulties 
at almost every step. First they started a 
shaft at the foot of Peck court to connect 
with the four-mile crib outin the lake. The 
usual plan after having startea the shaft was 
to erect a large steel shoe which by its own 
weight would sinkinto the soil. The looks 
soil being then removed created the shaft. 
In the case of the Peck court shaft, however, 
the soil was so firm as to resist the shoe, pre- 
venting it from sinking, and a brick wall 
work had to be used instead of the shoe. 

The workmen had not proceeded many feet 


and water vein thirty feet thick, which was 
pumped out only after great difficulty. 
In fact, so aifficult was the work 
that this shaft was temporarily abandoned 
and a new one started on Park Row. 
These two shafts were connected by a tunnel 
eight feet in diameter, except a small section 
about midway between them, where a pocket 
of quick-sand interfered with the eight-foot 
tunnel, and two six-foot tunnels were made 
insteaa. 

After the shaft at Park Row was finished 
they commenced cutting an eight-foot tun- 
nel under the lake toward the four-mile crib. 
They proceeded about 1,800 feet wuen they 
struck another pocket of quick-sand and had 
to make two six-foot tunnels. At the crib 
atthe Government pier they were able to 
resume the eight-foot tunnel. The shaft of 
this crib is doubie, one part to be used for 
the new tunnel system and the otner re- 
served for special supplies of water that may 
be needed, as in the case of fire or for high 


pressure. The land tunnel system is finished 


and the lake tunnel is not far from the four- 
mile crib. 

The new pumping station on Indiana 
avenue, near Fourteenth street, and the 
one on Harrison street, near Desplaines, 
will increase the city water supply 
by 78,000,000 galions per ‘day, making 
a total of 185,000,000 r diem. After 
the reading of the paper Prof. B. W. Thomas, 
the microscopist, gave a microscopic exhibit 
of the various clays and their contents taken 
from the tunnel, He said some hitherto un- 
known plants of the cryptogram order had 
been discovered in the clay.

Salomon Will Present the Petition 
du the Ground That They Should Have 
| Been Present When the Illinois Su- 
preme Court Affirmed the Sentence of 

Death—Gen, Butler Eetained in the 

An Opliaion. 
Judge Gresham will be asked to release 
Anarchists Fielden and Schwab from the 
penitentiary by writ of habeas corpus on a 
petition now bemg drawn up by their at- 
torney. 

* The applicauon for habeas corpus is 8 
separate ana distinct matter from the writ 
of error proceedings now before the Federal 
Supreme Court, though it will involve the 
same points practically and 1s simply an- 
other way of getting at it,“ said Mr. Salo- 
mon yesterday, “In our petition we will 
simply offerto prove, despite the record to 
the contrary, that the defendants, Fielden 
and Schwab, were not present when sen- 
tence of death was affirmed by the IIlinois 
Supreme Court, and that it was, therefore, 
void. Hence the State has no right to detain 


them in prison.“ 
*“*Why have you not Med for a writ of 


habeas corpus on this ground long before?” 

„We have been waiting to see what the 
court would do on our moon to amend the 
record. The petition will be presented to 
Judge Gresham in a month or six weeks. It 
may be in behalf of both Fieiden and Schwab, 
and then again we may, confine it to 
Fielden.” 

GEN. BUTLER R#STALNED. 

Mr. Salomon returned from Wash n 
yesterday‘ and announced that Gen. u- 
jamin F. Butler had accepted a retainer in the 
case before the Federal Supreme Court on 
the writ of error granted last January by the 
Chief Justice of the State Supreme Court of 
lihnois. It will be remembered that the at- 
torneys for the Anarchists applied to the 
United States Supreme Court for a writ of 
erroron the grounds tnat the defendants 
should have been actually before the IIlinois 
Supreme Court when their sentences were 
affirmed, Tuat tribunal decided that it 
could not back of the record, which 
showed on its face that the defendants were 
actually in court. The State Supreme Court 
was then asked to amend its record in com- 
plidnce with the facts, which motion was 
deniea a year ago this month. The next 
move of importance was Jan. 30 of this year, 
when the Chief Justice of the StateSupreme 
Court granted a writ of error on the decision 
of last May, refusing to amend the record, 
and thus me matter bas again gone to the 
Federai Supreme Court to degide whether the 
State tribunal was right in refusing toamend 
the record. The ground taken by the State 
court was, first, that it was unnecessary for 
the defendants to be present, and, second, 
that the statutes gave the court no riguat to 
amend the record. 

„When the writ was granted last Janu- 
ary,“ said Mr. Salomon, Chicago lawyers 
were almost unanimous in the opinion that 
the Federai court had no jurisdiction. I 
stood almost alone in my opinion that it had. 
My clients thougut it useless to pursue the 
matter further at such an expense as would 
naturally be entailed by another bearing be- 
fore the United States Supreme Court. But 
a committee authorized me to retain Gen. 
Butler if after due consideration he believed 
my points to be valid.” 

GEN. BUTLER’S OPINION. 

Mr. Salomon shows the following letter 
under day of May 10: 

My Dear Mr. Salomon: After giving sufficient 
examination to the record in the case of Fieiden, 
who was sentenced to death without being 
brought into court, or even being asked to show 
cause, if any he had. why his life should not be 
taken, which 1 believe to be tinprecedented in 
any court acting under the English common law 
modes of precedure, Lhave come fully to the con- 
clusion that such action of the court is erroneous, 
in that it was an attempt to take nis life without 
due process of law. 

I therefore advise very strongiy your taking a 
writ of error to have such procedure corrected 
5 the judgment of the Supreme Court of the 

nited States if any technical objections are 
made to the Circuit Court for a writ of habeas 
corpus for Fielden, because under that writ the 
facts as well as the law can be discussed, and 
forms are of no consequence when they stand in 
the way of due course of justice. 

Of course the decisions of these questions re- 
lieve any of his fellows who are suffering from 
the same errors—if.gecided as I believe they 
must be—save the men whose lives have been 
taken without due process of law. Very truly,

A FREIGHT-TRAIN WRECKED BY WIND. 


4 Man, a Horse, and a Fiock of Sheep 
Killed by Lightning. 

BripeGerort. III., May 13.—[Special.]|—The 
wind played havoc in this country last night.

REAL OBJECT OF FREE SILVER COINAGE. 

Senator Jones got the cart before the horse 
when he spoke of the free coinage of silver 
as necessary in order to ayoid compelling 
debtors to pay their dues in money of greater 
value than that which they borrowed. The 
real question, inaeed, is just the reverse— 
viz.: that of paymg debts contracted on a 
gold basis in silver that is worth 25 to 80 per 
cent less on the dollar. The present coinage 
law in this country limits the possible silver 
inflation so carefully that the Bland-Allison 
dollars have been, kept at par with gold, and 
hence since specie resumption in 1879 all con- 
tracts and debts in the United States have 
been entered into on the full value of gold. 
It has not been proposed to adopt any dearer 
form of money than gold and thus increase 
the burden of debtors, but the sole proposi- 
tion under discussion looks in just the oppo- 
site direction and aims to require creditors 
to accept in satisfaction of their dues about 


74 cents’ worth of silver for every 100 cents 
worth of gold they loaned. Disguise the 
fact as writers and speakers may this is 


what the proposed free coinage of silver 


means. There is no proposition to make 
debtors pay in dearer money than they bor- 
rowed. The scheme is to permit them to pay 
their debts with that which is worth much 
less and hence defraud the creditors to that 
extent. 


Many strong financial interests seem in- 


different as to whether a wide open silver 
coinage is authorized or not. They reason 


that what they may lose in one direction 
they can gain in another, and if their expend- 


itures are pushed up in consequence of the 
expulsion of gold money and the change to a 


silver basis they can advance charges and 
Work- 
men and salaried men are assured tnat if the 
unlimited coinage of silver and consequent 
cheapening of money by a descent to the sil- 
ver bullion basis would increase the cost of 
living 25 or 30 per cent, s would advance 
in the same ratio. This is no doubt true. 
Money being cheapened and made worthless 
by substituting silver for gold it would take 
a larger number of dollars to pay for the 
same quantity of goods, food, fuel, oy labor. 
In consequence all prices would advance. 
Everything eutering into the cost of living 
woula be marked up, but the advance of 
wages and salaries would come later and in 
many cases not without great strikes and 
disastrous labor struggles. In such changes 
wages go up last. The period of readjust- 
ment would bear with hardship on wage- 
workers, and not untilit was over could they 
consider themselves as well off as before. 
The increased cost of living would envelop 
them at once, while the advance in wages 
would come later on. 

The man who borrowed gold worth 100 
cents on the dollar ana wantsto pay in silver 
worth 74 cents is the only one to be benefited 
by unrestrained coinage of the cheaper metal, 
which will drive: out the other metal. Yet 
such a change in the monetary system of the 
country would not be an unmixed blessing 
to all debtors. The scaling down of debts 
and cheating of creditors to the amount of 
or 30 per cent would certainly throw the 
latter into an ugly frame of mind and induce 
them to puton the screws wherever possible. 
There would be no hesitation about foreclos- 
ing and calling in loans and granting exten- 
sions only on condition that the contract 
should in terms provide for payment in gold 
by weight. It is true that in passing from a 
gold to a silver basis many branches of busi- 
ness would gain as much ds they would lose, 
but the defrauding of creditors would be 
destructive of credit in general for a long 
time. .Serious hardships would be inflicted 
on depositors in savings banks and ad van- 
tage gained only for such debt-scaling debtors 
as would be ready to pay at once. It is for 
Congress to say whether for such a purpose 
the United States shall desert the company 
of the gold standard commercial countries 
like England, France, and Germany, and 
take its place with China, Mexico, and India, 
the leading silver-using nations.

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DIMINISHING RAINFALL IN THE RED 
RIVER VALLEY, 

A remarkable statement comes from Cass 
County, North Dakota. That county is noted 
for its bonanza tarms, and is situated almost 
in the center of the great wheat-growing 
area in the Red River Valley. The state- 
ment is that previous to 1885 tne land there- 
abouts had an annual rainfall sufficient for 
all agricultural needs. Since then the rain 
gauge has been watched regularly with the 
following named results: In 1885 the pre- 
cipitauon aggregated. 18.84 inches. From 
that it has fallen off pretty regularly at the 
rate of 3 inches per annum, and for last year 
the total was only 2.28 inches. 

It is a wonder that under such adverse con- 
ditions the Red River Valley has sustained 
its record for wheat growing. The fact testi- 


a radical change must soon occur in the 
meteerology of that section or the land will 
play out. Hence it becomes a matter of vital 
interest to ascertain if a change 1s likely to 
occur. The rate of decrease above noted has 
already falle ‘The rule wouid give not a 
single drop of rain for this year, but some 
has falien, and there are still several months 


the precipitation is ordinarily the greatest. 


the belts of rain-bearing clouds often shift 
back and forth through a considerable range 
ot latitude, the period embracing several 
years during which the seasons for any par- 
ticular climate will vary from wet to dry and 
back again. The region in the eastern part 
of North Dakota may be passing through 
such an experience and already have seen 
the worst phase for several years to come. It 
is sincerely to be hoped so, not only for the 
sake of the many thousands who might ocher- 
wise lose their all but because the wheat- 
consuming world would suffer as a whole if 
that important tributary to its supplies were 
dropped out of the count, and all the more 
so as there would be in that case little hope 
for the Jim River Valley, the lands still fur- 
ther west, and those in the Manitoba region. 
to the northward. 

There would still be a forlorn hope if the 
clouds should permanently cease to drop 
their fatness on what has hitherto been the 
garden of the Northwest. The - scientific 
party recently commissioned to investigate 
the artesian-well possibilities of the vast 
semi-rainless tracts near and beyond the 
hundredth meridian may reveal an irrigation 
future even more welcome than the solution 
of the fuel problem by recent discoveries of 
coalin plenty in the Dakotas. A sufficient 
number of wells have already been sunk in 
that section to show that subterranean water 
is obtainable if the people only know where 
to bore for it, and the question now is if the 
supply can be located from the surface with 
enough exactness to make the working search 
reasonably certain of success. 
scientists to determine, and if they fail now 
that will be no proof the difficulty cannot be 


ever, the situation is far from being satis- 
factory to those who have invested their all 
in the country a few hundred miles west of 
Duluth, and it would be but cold comfort to 
them to know that after they had been 
starved out some other fellows would come 
along and reap a golden harvest from lands 
tney hud been forced to abandon. It is 
fervently to be desired they will not be re- 
duced to this extremity. There is yet time 
for a fair barvest this year, and while life 
remains hope is not lost. 


ORIGINAL PACKAGES, 

Fairly applied the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the original package case mere- 
ly secures to-indiviauals the right to import 
liquor for their own use, while the sale of 
the same is exclusively controlled by State 
law. While the decision does not in reality 
putany obstacle in the way the State in 
dealing with saloons, it will certainly be 
seized upon by liquor-venders as a pretext 
behind which to violate the law, and unfaith- 
ful officials will make it an excuse for their 
failure to perform their duties. For these 
reasons a strong attempt will be made to in- 
duce Congress to forbid the importation of 
liquor into prohibition States. Such a law 
would mean that the prohibition attack 
should be madenot merely on saloons but on 
the drinking of liquor at any timie or place. 
Such legislation would be aimed not mere- 
ly at the closing of grogshops, but 
would séek to cut off supplies of wine and 
beer from private tables and to compel even 
the most temperate drinkers to practice 
totalabstinence. It would beadirect biow at 
the personal liberty of the citizen. Nevertne- 
less, such a law will have strong support, since 
it is thought that when a State prohibits the 
liquor traffic within ite borders the United 
States should not maintain any rule or regu- 
lation which can be taken advantage of in 
any way in evasion of the local law. 

How will the Southern States vote on this 
question! They want prohibition as far as 
she blacks are concerned, but with the op- 
portunity for the whites to get all the liquor 
they want in the “original package or 
elsewhere. If State laws could be arranged 
under the recent decision so that the thirst 
of the negro shall go unassuaged while the 
Southern white gets his original packages 
without trouble the Solid South will be satis- 
fied to let the matter stand as it is, notwith- 
standing the fact that it involves upsetting 
the doctrine of State sovereignty. But the 
“South” never cared for that dogma apart 
from its connection with siavery and negroes. 
The three Democratic members of the Su- 
preme Court escape criticism, although they 
have made oue of the most sweeping assaults 
on the State sovereignty doctrine ever com- 
mitted in the Federal courts:

aye NAVAL WONDER. 

The detailed descripuon of the Cushing, 
the sea-going torpedo boat No. 1 of ov? new 
navy, printed in the New York Sun, shows 
that she is a veritable phenomenon in the 
naval field. What she can accomplish in di- 
recting and discharging torpedoes of course 
remains to be seen, but in other directions, 
though she is but three months old, she has 
comported herself in a manner which entities 
her to be considered as a marine marvel and 
the most noteworthy boat in the American 
navy. 

The Cushing is 137.5 feet long, 15.05 feet in 
extreme breadth, 9.21 feet depth of hold, and 
her ordinary ‘draught 45 feet. Externally 
she hasa whale back for a distance of 30 
feet, the rest of the deck being elliptical. 
Her engines are of extraordinary power. A 
description of her says: 


No vessel of her size in the world has such en- 
gines. The Cushing has two separate quadrupie- 
expansion engines, vertical, direct acting. All 
the pistons have a stroke of fifteen inches and 
work on five cranks so placed with regard to 
each other that the ship vibrates as little as pos- 
sible with their motion. The engines work with 
almost no noise whatever and one man can re- 
verse them all. There is one piston-rod to each 
cylinder, which extends tnrough the lower head 
only. The cylinders and their pressures are as 
follows: High pressure, 260 pounds; first mter- 
mediate, 130 pounds; secona intermediate, 65 

unds, and two low pressures at 65 pounds.

he coal consumption is 38.800 pounds an bour, 

when pushed at the highest rate, or twenty-four 

knots an hour.

When fully equipped the Cushing will carry 
a torpedo tube on each bow and a torpedo 
gun amidships, besides three rapid-firing six- 
pounder Hotchkiss guns and two or more 
Gatlings. The same authority says: 


The torpedo can be launched by means of elec- 
tric connections, from one or both tubes, at the 
will of the commander in the conning tower. 
The launching may be made at full speed, with 
the helm hard over, and not affect in any way 
the line of direction with the object fired at 
which the torpedo had in the interval between 
leaving the tube and striking the water. This is 
an absolute achievement in torpedo warfare 
which has never been accomplished by any other 
torpedo boat in existence, and therefore in- 
creases the value of the factor of. safety of tor- 
at boats in an attack, inasmuch as they will 

abie to discharge torpedoes when at full 
speed, 


Her speed qualities are not the least re- 
markable features of this wonderful craft. 
Generally speaking, she has proved herself 
capable of steaming twenty-two and one-half 
knots (twenty-eight miles) an hour all day 
long, and she can be propelled astern, as well 
as forward, at the rate of seventeen miles an 
hour. The immense advantage of this Will 
be seen atonce, Bhooting out of a harbor 


towards an enemy’s fleet, she can discharge 


her torpedoes and shoot back again without 
turning, thus avoiding 'the imminent danger 
to which vesseie of this class are exposed 
after tiring. Itis the opinion of naval ex- 
perts indeed that the Cushing is the best 
built, strongest, swiftest, and deadliest ves- 
sel afloat in the world. If it shall eventuate 
that she can accomplish all that is expected 
of her in accurately discharging and firing 
torpedoes, the sooner more Cushings are 
provided for coast defense the better. 


| REINED IN THE BOYS, 

The university authorities at Ann Arbor, 
Mich., are to be congratulated for the 
promptness and thoroughness with which 
they have vindicated the discipline and rep- 
utation of that well-known college. Five 
members of the sophomore class have been 
suspended for one year for the ungentle- 
manly, if not ruffianly, part they played in 
the recent abdudtion of the freshman toast- 
master in order to break up a banquet by 
that class. The affair was entirely inex- 
cusable and a wanton, gratuitous, cowardly 
outrage of which no one with the instincts 
of a gentleman would have been guilty and 
which had no relation to innocent mirth or 
mischief. It is time that college authorities 
began the work of seriously impressing upon 
students the fact that because they are stu- 
dents it is not necessary they should be row- 
dies or hoodlums. The managers of Kala- 
mazoo College set a good example not long 
since in this respect, and it is matter for 
general congratulation that President Angeii 
and tre faculty at Ann Arbor have promptly 
followed it up.

Jerome Becker, long in charge of Karema 
Station, on Lake Tanganyika, asserted that na- 
tive labor could not be procured except by hiring 
slaves. These instances ‘clearly illustrate the 
fact that the present agitation is not so much 
against domestic slavery, which will doubtless 
long continue to exist in Africa, as against the 
horrors of slave raiding, which is depopulatmg 
large districts.— Zz.

At various times within about a 
year past, Mr. Hecksher, declares be 
intrusted to W. H. M. Sistare, tne head of 
the firm, ana to his partner, Harold Ciemen 
various stocks and bonds to the value o 
$112,000, The securities in question were 
those of various railroads 
corporations and were suppo 
be “gilt-edged.”” Mr. Hecksher says he 
made repeated attempts to obtain the 
number of the securities, voth from Mr. Sis- 
tare and Mr. Ciemens, before the recent col- 
lapse of the concern, but was put off witn 
ing promises. Since the firm went into 
quidation, he says, no trace of the stocks 
ano bonds have been found, and he accuses 
einer Sistare or Clemens, or both, with 
fraudnlently converted his $112,000 worth of 
Securities to their own use.

LOUISIANA NEEDS THE LOTTERY MONEY. 


New Orleans Papers Urge the Acceptance 
of Mr. Morris’ Offer. 

New Orteans, La., May 13.—[Special.]— 
Mr. John A. Morris, who was in consuita- 
mon with his lawyer in Baton Rouge this 
morning, has decided to double his offer for 
a lottery license and will give the State 
$1,000,000 per annum for the privilege of 
maintaining aluttery. The $1,000,000 offered 
Mr. Morris proposed to nave divided as fol- 
lows: Levees, $350,000; public schools, $350,- 
000; hospitals, $100,000; insane asylums, 
$75,000; deaf, dumb, and blind asylums, $25,- 


$100,000. 

The papers here comment elaborately on 
the position taken by the Governor on the 
lottery question, as weil as on Mr. Morris’ 
offer. The Tisnes-Democrat says of the Gov- 
ernor’s message: . 

It is by long odds the strongest presentation of 
the anti-lottery side of the matter we have seen. 
Yet Gov. Nicholls overlooks the two most im- 
portant points of the question: the right of the 
people to pass on this matter and the inability of 
the State to care for its levees, schools, asy- 
lums, and public institutions without the reve- 
nue offered by the lottery company. 


The Wenning State says: 

Gov. Nicholls knows that it is impossible for 
the Legislature to do as he recommends in his 
message. His Excellency knows that it is im- 

ssibie to relaeve the veterans; the deaf and 

umb; the blind and insane; to encourage agri. 
culture; to provide for levees; iadeed, Gov. 
Nicholls knows that it is impossible to decentiy, 
fairly, and at all efficiently run the Government 
of Louisiana unless the constitutional tax lim1- 
tation of six mills 1s repealed. If Goy. Nicholls 
will recommend such a constitutional amend- 
ment and his friends will pass it through the 
Legislature we will join him against the Louis- 
iana Lottery. 

The Picayune says: 

While the amount offered by Mr. Morris is 
large, it is too smal) for the privileges demanded, 
simply from a businesss standpoint Such con- 
cessions as are asked for are worth Vastly more, 
If the question of continuing the existence of 
such an institution in the State is to be decided 
from the standpoint of sentiment and morality 
we would declare, without reserve or hesitation, 
Have done with all lotteries!" But statesman- 
ship and public policy cannot be wholly lim- 
ited by questions of sentiment or morals. 
Today, when the State of Louisiana in the atti- 
tude off a beggar, crippled and needy, stands 
soliciting bread from the Federal Government to 
feed her hungry people, and is accepting alms 
from whomsoever wil! give. and is beseeching Con- 
— to build her embankments and protect her 

air lands from a devastating river, the proposal 
of Mr. Morris, will necessarily command con- 
sideration.

Secretary F. H. Brunell Explains the Cause 
— of the Meavy Batting This Year. 

Secretary Brunell of the Players’ National 
League said last night: The reason for the 
larger scores in our championship games is not 
that our playing ball is livelier, but on account 
of the hard hitting being done by the hatsmen of 
our teams. No base-ball organization ever had 
sO mary crack batsmen in its clubs. 
In addition to the batting stars of 
the old league we have gained from the Ameri- 
can Association such men as Orr, Bierbauer, 


sner, Comiskey. O Neill. Latham, and 
Boyle. And incidentally comes base-running 
strength . through Bierbauer, Stovey. Griffin, 
Shingle, Comiskey, and Latham. What wonder 
is it that base-running and batting have in- 
creased? But there are other reasons. The 
weather has been against the perfect condition 
of our pitchers, The extra eighteen inches in 
the pitching distance has made it necessary for 
them to almost learn over again the effect 
of their curve balls, and our larger grounds 
have moreased the value of long hits as a 
factor m runs. The pitchers with great speed 
have had the best of it so far. With better 
weather and after they have mastered the in- 
creased distance from position to plate the Play- 
ers“ League pitchers will be all right and there 
will be plenty of small score games, but not, I

bope, so many as formerly. The pitching dis- 


tance was increased to reduce the number of 
small score games in answer to a public demand 
as strong as was that for the doubie umpire sys- 
tem und more comfortable stands and seats in 
base-ball parks.

WHITE AS SNOW; CLOSE AS CAKE. 


Delicious Bread of Southern Spain and 
How It Is Made. 

The bread in the south of Spain ‘is deli- 
cious; it is as white as snow, close as cake, 
and yet light; the flour is the most admirabie, 
for the wheat is good and pure, and the bread 
well kneaded. The way they make -this 
bread, says tne Confectioner, is as follows: 
From large, long panniers filled with wheat 
they take out a handful ata tame, sorting it 
most carefully and expeditiously, and throw- 
ing every defective grain into another basket. 
This done, tne wheatis ground between two 
circular stones, as it was ground in Egypt 
2,000 years ago, the requisite rotary motion 
being given bya blindiolded mule, which 
passes around and around with untiring pa- 
tience, a bell being attached to his peck, 
wach, as long as he isin movement, tinkles 
on, and when it stops he is urged to his duty 
by the shout of Ar a mula!’ from some one 
within hearing. . When ground the wheat is 
sifted through th sieves, the last 
one of these being so fine that only the pure 
flour can pass through it. . This is of a pale 
apricot color. The bread is made in the even- 
ing. It is mixed with sufficient water, with a 
little salt in it, to make into dough. A ver 
small pocw iy dl of leayen or yeast in one batc 
of household bread, as in Spain, would last a 
week for the six or eight donkey-loads of 
bread they send every day from their oven. 
The dough made, it is put into sacks and 
carried on the donkey’s back to the oven 
in the center of the vil to bake it imme- 
diately after kneeding. On arriving there 
the dough is divided into portions weighing 
three pounds each. Two long, rarrow wood- 
en tables ontresties are then placed down 
the room, and acurious sight may be seen. 
About twenty men, bakers, come in and 
range themselves on one side of table. A 
lump of dough 18 handed to nearest, 
which he begins kneeding and knocking 
about with ali his might for about three or 
four minutes and then passes it on to his next 
neighbor, who does the same, and 80 on suc- 
cessively until all have kneeded it, when it 
becomes as soft as new putty and ready for 
the oven. Ofcourse, as soon as the first 
baker has handed the first lump over to his 
neighbor another lump is handed him, and 
so on until the whole — of dough is 
‘kneeded by them all. The bakers’ wives and 
daughters shape the loaves for the oven, and 
some of them are very small. They are 
baked immediately.

Dressed- Beef Rates Redaced. 
Never before in the history of railroads 
have passenger rates between Chicago ana 
the Missouri River and St. Paul been so de- 
moralized as they are at the present. Each 
road is working independently and making 
rates regardless of its competitors. The 
Rock Island’s advance in Missouri River 
rates has not been followed dy any of the 
other roads. 

The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé met 
the $3 rate detween Chicago and the Missouri 
which the Alton put ineffect yesterday. The 
Burlington made a $3 rate from Kansas City 
to Chicago and a $1 rate from Kansas City to 
St. Lows. The Missouri Pacific ana Wa- 
bash, it is understood, make a $8 rate be- 
tween Kansas City and St. Louis. The 
Burlington threatens to reduce the St. Paul 
rate to $1 if the Missouri River rates are not 
at once restored. | 
Tune indications are that the roads runniug 
east from St. Louis and Chicago will also be- 
come involved in the conflict. The Obio and 
Mississippi, it is stated, is quoting a $4 rate 
between Cincinnati and Kansas City, made 
up of the $1 rate from Cincinnati to St. Louis. 
Tais will compel other lines east of St. Louis 
to use the cut tariffs west ot that point as 
basing rates, thereby cutting the regular 
through charges. . 

The Alton, it is predicted, will make a new 
move in another direction in afew days. It 


proposes to put on between Chicago and San 


Francisco a doubie daily passenger-train 
service which will reduce its time about 
twenty-four hours between the two points 
and will aiso reduce the running time be- 
tween Chicago to Kansas City to .fourteen 
hours, which few of its competitors will be 
able to meet. 

At the request of the Rock Island a meet- 
ing of the Generai Passenger Agents of the 
various roads will be held in the Rookery 
today to see if an arrangement cannot be 
made whereby the demoralization can be 
checked and rates advanced to a better basis. 
The indications do not point to an amicable 
adjustment of the troubles. 

neral Passenger Agent Sebastian of the 
Rock Island, at a meeting of the trane-Mis- 
sourt roads in Kansas City yesterday, made a 
strong effort to bring about an advance in 
rates west of the Missouri River, but tailed 
to convince the other roads that the time was 
ripe for such action. 


DRESSED-BEEF RATES REDUCED. 


A Rate of 18% Cents from Omaha to Ohi- 
cago Fatablished. 

The Western and Northwestern Divisions 
of the Western Freight Association held 
their regular monthly meeting at the asso- 
ciation. rooms in the “Rookery ’’ yesterday. 
W hile the subjects brought up for considera- 
tion were quite limited, yet most of them 
were of more than usual importance. Con- 
sideration Was given to the request of the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul to make the,rates 
ou dressed beef from Omaha to Chicago 18% 
cénts per 100 pounds, the same as prevailing 


from Kansas City. After considerable dis- 


cussion, during which it was shown that the 
Omaha shippers with a rave of 28 cents could 
not compete with Kansas City shippers, who 
had an 18}<¢-cent rate, it was decided to make 
the reduction. Considerable objection was 
raised to the proposition of tne Chicago, St. 
Paul, and Kunsas City to make the rate on 
‘scrap iron from Des Moines to Chicago 
10 cents per 100 pounds, end under tae 
rules it was decided to refer the subject to 
the Inter-State Commerce Railway Asso- 
ciation for disposition. The Mississippi 
River Committee reported a basis to 
govern proportional rates on live stock 
irom points west of the Mississippi 
Hiver, which report was vnanimously 
adopted. It provides for rates on the basis 
of the combination of locais via East St. 
Louis, subject to Chicago rates as minimums. 
It was also agreed that Mankato should be 
placed upon tie same basis as prevails from 
St. Paul—that is, rates from Mankato should 
be the same as from St. Paul. The Coal 
Committee reported its inability to secure 
consideration of the matter of rates on coal 
from East St. Louis to Iowa points, and it 
was decided to refer the matter back to tne 
committee with a request that special meas- 
ures be taken to insure a further conference 
of the committee on the subject. 

The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Omaha road asked permission to join: the 
„Soo“ Une in making through rates from 
the Missouri River to the seaboard. This led 
to a heated discussion and brought up the 
question of equalizing rates via Lake Su- 
perior and via Chicago. The low rates now 
being made by the lake and rail routes and 
the 800 line to St. Paul, if added to the 
regular rates between St. Paul and the Mis- 
souri River, it was claimed, would necessi- 
tate a material reduction in the through rates 
via Chicago, or the Chicago lines would be 
crowded out of the Missouri River business. 
The trunk lines and Central Traffic Associa- 
tion roads, it was contended, would have to 
come to the rescue of the Chicago roads and 
proraté them at such rates as were made via 
Lake Superior. No conclusion Was reached, 
and the matter will be further considered in 
the meeting of “all divisions” today. 


RATE-CUTTING INCREASING, 


The Northwestern System Announces Rates 
to Take Effect Friday. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., May 13.—The rate war 
continues and promises interesting develop- 
ments. The Kansas City road today an- 
nounced that the Burlington’s St. Paul-Chi- 
cago rate would be met, as also will the St. 
Paul-Kansas City rate announced last night 
by the Milwaukee and St. Paul road. 

General Passenger Agent Teasdale of the 
Omaha says all cuts will be met by the 
Northwestern system. Rates are announced, 


to go into effect the * 810 and $7 to 


Kansas City, $10.25 to $7 to Omaha, and $7.90 
and 7 to Sioux City. The existing rates to 
Kansas City and Omaha are $14.20 and $11.07, 
respectively, with no second class. The re- 
duction now announced is made to meet the 
Chicago and Alton $3 rate. The North western 
also makes rates of $8 and $5, Chicago to St. 
Paul, and $12 to $9 to Duluth. From Chicago 
to Denver.a $10.50 first-class rate is quoted. 
These reductions will also affect some inter- 
mediate points, as under the Inter-State 
Commerce lawno higher local rate can be 
charged than the through rate. 

The situation promises to become decided- 
ly interesting for tne public as well as for 
the roads, further cuts being expected. 


Catting of East-Bound Kates. 

At the meeting of the Freight Committee 
of the Central Traffic Association, which 
convened at the committee rooms in the 
% Rookery”? yesterday morning, the Lake 
Shore made a request that the provision rate 
be reduced from the basis of 80 cents to that 
of 25 cents, Chicago to New York. Such ac- 
tion, it is claimed, is necessary to stop the 
secret cutting of rates by some of tne roads, 
and also to meet the competition of the lake 
and rail lines. It was decided to request 
Chairman Blanchard to submit the matter 
to the roads in the association for a vote 
upon the proposition. ' 

Charges were made that not only provision 
rates, but rates on all articles of grain were 
being seriously cut, and itis quite probable 
that wheat and oat rates will have to be re- 
duced to the 20-cent basis before long.

Purposes of the Patriotic Order of the Sons 
of America Exposed.

One of them re- 
céntly received from Dr. F. W. Hendiy, Na- 
tional Secretary, of No. 26 West Eightn 
street, Cincinnati, a letter replying to tne in- 
quiry as to whether or not the Patriotic Sons 
of America was a Know-Nothing organiza- 
woe. The following is un extract from the 
etter: : 

We differ from the original Know-Noth- 
ings, inasmuch as a member does not swear 
away his ballot; but the members vote right,

ther facts also prove that it is the old 
Know-Nothing organizauon revived, and 
that the motto, None but Americans on 
Guard,” is the watchword of every camp. 

Camp No. 7 was organized last January by 
William J. Stoner, National Master of Forms 
and Ceremonies of Philadelphia, Clinton 
Moore of New Jersey, and District President 
Patterson of Washington, D.C. George P. 
Smith of Chicago is the National President. 
The camp had originally nineteen members: 
it now numbers about ninety. This is the sec- 
ona Know-Nothing camp established in this 
city in recent years, one having been organ- 
izea in 1883. It was short-lived, however. In 
Pennsylvania the order numbers some 45,000 
members, and there are three camps in 
New York City, whiie my informant says 
there are also strong camps in Uhicago and 
e‘sewhere, The organization consists of 
three divisions, National, State, and sub- 
ordinate, and three degrees are conferred.
